State Department Refuses Passport 


To Head of H.U. 


Medical Board 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Dr. Harry Grundfest, chairman of the 
American Medical Advisory Board to the Hebrew University 
and the Hadassah Medical School in Jerusalem, has been denied 
a passport to leave this country for Israel. 

Dr. Grundfest was to have attended and presided at the 
annual meeting of the board being held this week in Jerusalem. 

A spokesman for Hadassah told The Post it had been in- 
formed of the passport denial but that “we have no comment 


on the matter at this time.” 


A spokesman for the State Department said the passport 
had been denied because it felt that Dr. Grundfest’s travel out- 
side the country “would not be in the best interests of the 
United States.” It would not elaborate further on this brief 


statement, 


Dr. Grundfest who is a member of the faculty of the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons at Columbia University here, 
could not be reached for comment. 

Dr. Grundfest in 1945 urged defeat of the May-Johnson Bill 
to impose strict secrecy on atomic energy.

Evaluative Committee Report Goes To Plenum 


ADL, AJCommittee Deny 
New Threat To Leave NCRAC

NEW YORK (NJP)—Conflicting interpretations of a statement that the American Jewish Come 
mittee and the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith cannot commit themselves to pay their dues 
to the National Community Relations Advisory Council after July 1 were heard here this week. 

The statement, allegedly made at the NCRAC executive meeting Studying the evaluative com- 
mittee’s recommendations on the Maclver Report, heightened speculation on the chances of with- 


drawal of the two agencies from 
the NCRAC. 

The Post learned authorita- 
tively that the executive com- 
mittee of the NCRAC last week 
referred the report of the evalua- 
tive committee to the plenum of 
the NCRAC which will be held 
in Atlantic City the last weekend 
of this month. This followed 
terms of the agreement reached 
at the plenum last November 
when it was agreed that the 
evaluative committee’s report 
would go to the plenum for final 
action unless the executive com- 
mittee of the NCRAC approved 
it unanimously. 

AUTONOMY JEOPARDIZED 

The evaluative committee’s 
principal recommendations call 
for the allocation of functions 
and the setting up of a budget 
committee to advise welfare 
funds and federations on alloca- 
tions to agencies in the civic de- 
fense field. The ADL and the 
AJCommittee have taken vigor- 
ous objection to both recom- 
mendations (NJP, May 30, 1952) 
charging that their autonomy 
would be jeopardized if the re- 
commendations were 
mented.

This individual explained that 
last November the NCRAC had 
adopted an increased budget and 
had informed its member agen- 
cies that their dues had been ins 
creased, 

The AJCommittee and the ADL 
replied that the tight economic 
situation made it difficult to 
raise funds. As a _ result, the 
NCRAC could expect the AJCom- 
mittee and the ADL to pay the 
Same dues it did the year before, 
but that they could not go along 
with the increase.

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U.S. Jewry Has Erroneous Picture Of Israel 





True Facts of Economic 


Life Somehow Withheld 


By GABRIEL COHEN 


TJHETHER through design or accident, the American Jewish community seems not to have been 


given an accurate picture of life and events and problems of Israel. 


For reasons which are obvious, perhaps the need to raise funds, perhaps the desire to influence 
support, political or otherwise, for one or another segment of the Israeli community, or even for 
fear that the U. S. Jewish community is not mature enough to be given a realistic picture of devel- 


opments in Israel, the conception 
of that land held by most Ameri- 
ean Jews is far from accurate in 
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many important areas. 
For instance, why shouldn’t 


the American Jewish community 


know all the facts about the His- 
tadruth, the Mapai, and the So- 
cialist government of Israel? 


Would it be shocking to the 
American Jewish community to 
learn that the Histadruth has de- 
veloped so far from merely be- 
ing a labor union that it has es- 
tablished giant trusts which not 
only at one and the same time 
employ labor and control large 
areas of the manufacturing in Is- 
rael, but in addition operate de- 
partment and other stores which 
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market their products directly to 


the consumer. 


If this is so appalling, it is on- 
ly because the American Jewish 
of the 


community is unaware 
facts of Israeli economic life. 


ISRAEL IS GOVERNED by 


Mapai, which is a socialist party. 
Israel is a_ socialist state, al 
though far from a pure one, and 
a plurality of the people in Is- 


rael, if not a majority are social- 


ists. If you add the Mapam par- 

ty, which 
much more to the left, then it is 
safe to say that the majority of 

Israelis are socialists. 

Like it or not, these are the 
facts of Israel’s economic life. 

A good argument can be made 
out for the need for Israel to 
develop as a socialist state. <A 
much better argument can be ad- 
vanced for continuing socialism 
from an ethical point of view. 

Israel is a poor country. What- 
ever kind of natural resources 
may eventually be found in Is- 
rael, it still will be pretty much 
true that Israel will be a rela- 
tively poor country. Even if oil 
is found in Israel, it will still be 
only an ameliorative that will be 
most helpful. But Israel has no 
coal, no iron, no large deposits 
of various valuable ores, no 
ready source of water power, 
and in fact does not have even 
sufficient water. 

As a poor country, then, Is- 
rael cannot expect to attain the 
kind of standard of living that 
we have in the U. S. If we ad- 
mit this fact, then we have gone 
a long way towards understand- 
ing the basic situation as far 
as Israel is concerned from an 
economic standpoint.

It is that when peace is de- 
clared with the Arabs, a vast 
hinterland will be opened to the 
Israelis for exploitation, a poten- 
tial market which will keep Is- 
rael’s factories running night 
and day to supply a needy popu- 
lace just awakening into econom- 
ic independence. 

This is a grandiose picture on 
a vast canvass, but not too fae- 
simile with conditions as they 
are, even if we consider that 
there is no peace and that years 
will be required before the kind 
of friendship that is necessary 
for free commerce matures. 

The Arabs are a poor people. 
Until their own standards of liv- 
ing are raised and they can earn 
enough to support themselves on 
a scale at all commensurate with 
western standards, they will not 
be too good a market. Then, 
when you remember that Israel’s 


outlook is not that of the great 
colonial

empires, like England, 
imported raw materials 
from her colonies, manufactured

Revival Must Be Encouraged 


wen several years ago a group of pro- 
fessional and business leaders in Long 
Island’s Temple Beth El went through the bar 
mitzva ceremony, after completing a course 
of Jewish studies which they had missed in 
their youth, that marked the first such occur- 
rence in American Jewish history. 

The connotations of this kind of adult ac- 
tion is rich in implications for the future of 
the American’ Jewish community. 

For years, a large segment of the American 
Jewish community had ignored Jewish educa- 
tion, It became popular to be emancipated so 
to speak, to drop all such medieval-like trap- 
Pings like religion. 

The result was a lost generation of Jews. 

But under the impact of two world wars 
and the admission by science that it did not 
have all the answers, the children of this gen- 
eration began to sense a void in their upbring- 
ing. 

By this time these children were adults. 

Their first step was to provide for Jewish 
education for their own youngsters. 

Some then began their own Jewish educa- 
tion. 

The bar mitzva services in Rabbi Jacob P. 
Rudin’s Temple Beth El at Great Neck ensued. 

Now in last week’s Post came the announce- 
ment of thirteen adults at Chicago’s Beth-El 
Congregation being confirmed. Unlike the 
New York group, the Chicago “confirmands” 
seemed to have had some Jewish instruction 
as children. They wished to review informa- 
tion they had absorbed only sketchily as chil- 
dren. The course of instruction, they seemed 
happy to admit, gave “them an integrated re- 
view and a fresh outlook on aspects of Juda- 
ism they previously had encountered only cas- 
ually, or from a child’s perspective.” 

The three rabinical groups meeting in their 
annual conventions this month might devote 


some time at their sessions to discussions of 
these phenomena. Like the Wildacres Plan 
for Jewish institutes, these devices must ® 
emphasized and expanded. 

If the genesis of these various means for 
imparting Jewish education can be found in 
the ignorance of Judaism in which an entire 
generation was allowed to grow up, that 
doesn’t indicate that even when Jewish edu- 
cation will be commonly accepted by all ele 
ments of the community that the adult bar 
mitzva, the adult confirmation, the Jewish re. 
treat cannot flourish even more. 

Knowledge begets knowledge. There will 
always be a need, no matter how high the 
standards of Jewish education in the Ameri. 
can Jewish community of the future, and al. 
ways be a place for adult Jewish education, 
To begin now to build the instruments for that 
education is only logical. 

The Jewish institute or retreat has been 
proven so successful that it can almost be said 
that any rabbi who fails to make it a part of 
his program is derelict in his duty. 


Our people must be brought back to study 
of the purposes of life. They must be won 
away from the idolatry of frittering away 
their time on empty pleasures. The rabbis 
can and must lead in this movement. 

To judge a rabbi by the excellence of his 
oratory is admittedly a bad standard. To judge 
a rabbi by the number of people he teaches 
is in the highest tradition. 


It is The Post’s firm conviction that the 
Jewish people of the United States-are ready 
for a revival of Jewish learning. It must be 
that the rabbis realize this. What is necessary 
is the general acceptance of the idea of this 
revival, and the understanding that the time 
has come to make the first steps towards en- 
couraging and developing it. 


Brandeis Bestows Wealth on Jewish Community 


HE FIRST graduation at Brandeis Uni- 
versity is a momentous occasion in 
American Jewish history. 

It was a foregone conclusion when Bran- 
deis U was established that sooner or later 
some of the first freshmen would negotiate 
the course of studies and present themselves 
for graduation. 

But now that the event is upon us, and 
Brandeis has won a fine reputation among the 
schools of higher learning in the United States, 
some consideration might profitably be given 
to the impact of large numbers of Jewish 
graduates of a school like Brandeis on the 
American Jewish community. 


Brandeis is by no means a Jewish school 
In the sense of a school where the instruction 
is Jewish. It is a Jewish-sponsored school 
where all religions are respected and the stu- 
dent-body given free opportunity to observe 
or not. 


But this is not by any means the full story. 
Brandeis is Jewish-supported. It is a contribu- 
tion of the Jewish community to the field of 
higher learning in the U. S. Its president, and 


many of its faculty, and the majority of its 
students are Jewish. If Judaism is not 
emphasized, neither is it played down or ig. 
nored. 

Jewish graduates from this kind of school, 
unless they are particularly indifferent, will 
soon become the elite of the Jewish commu- 
nity, not in respect to wealth, but in respect 
to interest and activity for and in the Jewish 
community. 

The effect, cumulative as it will be over a 
period of years, on the embryonic American 
Jewish community of hundreds of Brandeis 
graduates returning to their homes and gradu- 
ally bringing to bear in them the positive Jew. 
ish ideas and influences they received at Bran- 
deis, cannot be overestimated. 

Here is the kind of service to the general 
community which returns to those making ‘it 
possible more than they give. Only in a de 
mocracy in which all contribute to the ex: 
tent of their ability to the general weal is 
such an apparatus possible. Both the Ameri- 
can and the Jewish community then are to be 
congratulated at this time on the occasion of 
Brandeis’ first graduation ceremonies, 


One Issue Before the ZOA Convention 


HOEVER is elected president of the 

Zionist Organization of America by 

the annual convention next week in New York, 

it cannot be said that the delegates do not 

have a number of candidates to select from and 

have not been presented with programs to 
support or reject. 

This paper will take no position as between 
the various candidates. It welcomes the fact 
that there are candidates who are openly seek- 
ing the position, a departure, it must be noted, 
from recent conventions, 

A study of the platforms of the various 
candidates reveals only one central issue, and 
that is the question of identification of the 
Z.O.A. with the General Zionist Party of 
Israel. On most all of the other questions fac- 
ing the organization there is more or less gen- 


eral agreement. 

There has been some attempt to cloud this 
issue, with the several candidates seeking to 
straddle it, but it can be stated with a great 
deal of accuracy that Rabbi Irving Miller is 
for identification, and the other candidates, Abe 
Redelheim, Ezra Shapiro and Max Bressler, 
are against any more than a nominal associa- 
tion between the Israel and American General 
Zionists. 

This then should be the basis for determin 
ation of the next president of the organization. 

If the ZOA is ready to form a strong tie 
with the GZ party in Israel, then Rabbi Miller 
should be elected. If the present loose ar- 
rangement which exists now under the Browdy 
regime is what the organization prefers, then 
any of the other candidates should be chosen.

J could probably with much 
more justification assert that 
people failed to renew because 
the Administration of the ZOA 
did nothing to implement the 
clearly expressed intention of 
the convention. 

Already the American Jew re- 
alizes that his standing, within 
his own surroundings is either 
enhanced or lowered by Israel’s 
external and internal acts. He 
gives assistance to Israel with 
a twofold purpose. One, to alle- 
viate emergency needs of Jews 
throughout the world by moving 
them to Israel; two, to help the 
country build and secure its fu- 
ture. 

Since his own standing is be- 
ing affected, he is vitally inter- 
ested to see Israe] develop along 
lines held in esteem where fhe 
lives. The only possibility left to 
him to assure such development 
would logically be to see to it 
that such takes place in Israel, 
in other words, to intervene. Yet, 
he stops short of that, because 
he believes that if at any time a 
different course should prevail in 
Israel, he’ll be free to withdraw 
his support and to deny all ties. 

We Zionists in general have 
always professed the unity of 
the Jewish people and cannot 
bow out at any such occasion 
nor would We want to do so.

INTEMPERATE, SAYS RABBI REICHERT 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Since Rabbi Gittelsohn has 
has seen fit to publish in your 
valued paper the letter which he 
sent me as a personal communi- 
cation, I regret the necessity of 
kindly requesting similar space 
for a reply. 


Rabbi Gittelsohn berates me 
quite intemperately for having 
said in my sermon in Washing- 
ton at the recent convention of 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism (as correctly reported in 
The National Jewish Post): 
“The place of supremacy former- 
ly occupied in the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis by 
the Commission on Social Jus- 
tice, we are now told, has been 
taken over by the committee on 
Customs and Ceremonies.” 


Rabbi Gittelsohn begins by 
finding this statement “strange.” 
Gathering momentum, he asserts 
that it contains “not the slight- 
est iota of truth’ as anyone 
would know if he “had even 
bothered to read the Conference 
Year Books.” 


Moreover, he declares, it is “an 
affront to this Commission 
(on Justice and Peace), to the 
Central Conference of American 
Rabbis, and in a_ delightfully 
ironic way, to the American 
Council for Judaism, which is 
profoundly to be pitied if its ide- 
ological foundations are so weak 
that they can be supported only 
by such wishful thinking and 
willing distortion of fact.” The 
crescendo of his denunciation is 
achieved in his parting salvo: 
“Rabbi Reichert’s . . . public 
statements ought to be founded 
on facts, and should in any event 
that we are not wedded to any 
party in Israel “for better or 
worse.” We may be confronted 
with issues some day on which 
we may prefer to part, though, 
at present, the General Zionist 
Party in Israel represents our 
viewpoint. 

Any such event will still leave 
unquestionable the principle and 
desirability that every Jew, cer- 
tainly every Zionist, should be- 
come educated to the vision and 
implication of the Jewish State 
and should be encouraged to par- 
ticipate with everything he is 
capable of to build that State 
and its society. That and that 
alone can assure maximum

It is rather sad to find the au- 
thor of that eloquent plea on Iwo 
Jima for understanding and 
good-will indulging in this sort 
of professional tantrum. It is 
even more disquieting that the 
chairman of an important C. C. 
A. R. Commission should reveal 
so immature a disposition to mis- 
read a simple statement and go 
off the deep end. 


For my statement was neither 
“wishful thinking’ nor “willing 
distortion of fact.” It was an 
easily verifiable quotation. I 
neither invented nor improvised 
it. I merely stated that the opin- 
ion which so irked Rabbi Gittel- 
sohn had been expressed. Wheth- 
er or not I agree with it is alto- 
gether irrelevant. (There is 
abundant evidence to support it, 
but I will not argue that here). 
The point is* simply that the 
statement I quoted was made. 
Its author is a distinguished past- 
president of the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis. Inci- 
dentally, he does, I believe, at- 
tend Conference conventions; he 
does read the Year Books. He is 
nationally recognized as a com- 
petent and informed authority 
on Reform Judaism and current 
trends in Jewissh life and prac- 
tice. He is Rabbi Solomon B. 
Freehof. 

In an address, published and 
distributed, which he delivered to 
the 1950 graduating closs of the 
Hebrew Union College, Rabbi 
Freehof declared: “The Place 
which the Commission on Social 
Justice occupied in the center of 
Conference interest, is now oc- 
cupied by the Committee on Cer- 
emonies.” 

Now that Rabbi Gittelsohn 
knows the author of the offen 
sive statement and where to find 
it—he really should bother to

read the publications sent him 
by his Alma Mater—it would be 
interesting to learn whether he 
will proceed publicly to castigate 
Rabbi Freehof as he has me. Or 
is it barely possible that the fact 
that Rabbi Freehof is not affi- 
liated with the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism alters the situae 
tion for the Conference Chair- 
man of the Committee on Jus. 
tice? 

To be sure, one is at liberty to 
disagree with Rabbi Freehof’s 
opinion. Indeed, I have a letter 
from one of America’s most dis- 
tinguished theologians and rab- 
bis in which he expresses dissent. 

“The Conference,” he writes.” 
has not subordinated the social 
ideal to symbol and ceremony, 
The temporary lull in the camp 
is but the aftermath of a smash- 
ing victory. We have not shifted 
our emphasis—we are only re- 
laxing for a while ... The point 
I make is quite trivial when one 
centers his view on your magni- 
ficent sermon as a whole... I 
was charmed with the homileti- 
cal framework and with the sol- 
idity and clarity of your thought. 
As a positive and constructive re- 
ligious message it is the most 
moving and inspiring that I have 
read in recent years.” 


And of this same sermon, a 
brilliant and nationally influen- 
tial Zionist leader wrote me: “As 
is to be expected, I find myself 
in disagreement with much of 
what you say. It is beautifully 
written and is, in many respects, 
an inspiring work ...1_ still 
wish that some of your col- 
leagues in the ACJ displayed 
some of the same moderation, 
humility and understanding that 
you do ...I wish they had the 
same genuinely spiritual basis 
for their objections to Zionism.” 

It is possible, you see, to diss 
agree vigorously, and at the 
same time politely.

THE FOSTER-EPSTEIN book 
does a good job of showing the 
links between ali the hate-ped- 
dlers, between a_ Cicero riot 
against Negroes and a Boston at 
tack on youngsters at a Jewish 
social center.

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It Is Now for ZOA to Lead Real Rebirth of Zionist Movement 


By M. Z. FRANK 
T ONE of the early sessions of the Zionist Actions 
Committee, Dr. Joseph Schechtman of N. Y. did 
me the honor of quoting from my articles in The Post 
-on the attitude of Ben Gurion to 
the Jewish Agency. He prefaced 
his quotation with a gratuitous ref- 
erence to my present position with 
Abba Hushi and to my friendship 
with some leading members of 
Mapai. 

My personal friendship and my 
present job have little to do with 
my interpretation of Ben Gurion’s 
attitude. Anybody can read his 
speeches and draw his own conclusions. 

A day before Dr. Schechtman quoted my article, 
Mr. Ben Gurion delivered an address in the Knesset 
which made his position as clear as his speech to Zion- 
ist leaders May 1951 in N. Y. 

Ben Gurion’s pronouncements are a more authentic 
indication of Ben Gurion’s policies than my articles. 
A fellow does not have to be in the employ of the 
Haifa Municipality to know that Ben Gurion is opposed 
to granting the World Zionist Organization any status. 
Certainly a member of the Agency Executive ought to 
be able to see it. 

Nor does one need to be on intimate terms with 
Jleading members of Mapai to know that many of them 
are strongly in favor of granting the ‘Agency a status 
and are exerting pressure on Ben Gurion. All one has 
to do is take a look at the number of leading Mapainiks 
holding soft jobs in the Agency.

YIELDING TO STRONG PRESSURE, BEN GUR- 
ion agreed to grant the Agency some sort of status. 
As I predicted, this status is so stripped of content 
that it is hardly more than a verbal declaration. 

I also said, and I repeat, that Ben Gurion usually 
manages to say something which throws the weight 
of his tremendous personal prestige against even the 
little that the Agency gets. 

When it first became clear that thé status was com- 
ing, Ben Gurion came out with his famous outburst 
about the bankruptcy of American Zionist leadership. 

This time he used a more deliberate, more dignified 
and more effective method of nullifying the little that 
the Zionists are receiving: he delivered a masterful ad- 
dress reviewing the historical significance of the Zion- 
ist movement and showing the Zionist leadership as 
lacking in understanding of the great historic revolu- 
tion they helped create. 

He did not say it in so many words in his address 
‘before the Knesset—though any intelligent person 
could read the implication—but he said plenty at the 
debate of the Actions Committee Sunday, May 11. 

He spoke of the “Zionists of Yesterday” who still 
imagine they have to stand alone against an anti- 
Zionist majority among the Jews; who still think they 
have to fight the government in Jerusalem (as in the 
days of the British Mandate); who lack the elasticity 
to take the leap from yesterday into today. 

It so happens that I agree with Ben Gurion’s views 
on status. The longer I observe things in Israel, the 
more I am convinced he is right.

leagues that he has killed the Zionist movement and 
that he seeks to liquidate it. 

Of his evil intentions with regard to the future 
there has been no clear evidence, and I have refrained 
from expressing an opinion on that. 

As for his part in killing th power of the Zionist 
movement, he may have had a part in it—certainly he 
has not been gracious in handling some of its most 
eminent and deserving leaders—but his part in the de- 
cline of the Zionist organization is not nearly as great 
as that of American Zionists of all shades: Silver 
missed the bus in the nine months he was chairman of 
the Agency in N. Y. after May 1948; Goldmann missed 
it even more in the three and a half years after Silver 
resigned. 

It now begins to appear that B.G.’s rough treatment 
of the Zionists may bear some fruit: Zionists are be- 
ginning to wake up to themselves. 

It would be too much to expect that the Agency, 
consisting as it does for the most part of sinecure- 
holding worthies who have lost touch with the time, 
detached as it is from a living rapport with a real con- 
stituency, will do more than acknowledge gracefully 
or otherwise what the score is. 

A real rebirth of the Zionist movement can only 
come from the mass organizations and their leaders, 
first among them from the ZOA, 

What happens at or after the next ZOA convention 
will determine the future course of the Zionist move- 
ment much more than the deliberations at Jerusalem 
or the so-called status.
